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EULES OF ORDER 



1. After the usual opening religious exercises, the Secretary shall 
read the Minutes of the previous session. 

2. No motion shall be entertained by the Conference till such motion 
shall have been seconded. 

3. All motions shall be reduced to writing, if desired by any member 
of the Conference. 

4. Every member desiring to speak on any subject before the Confer- 
ence shall rise and address the President. 

5. The member who first rises and addresses the President shall be 
entitled to the floor. 

6. No member shall speak more than once on the same subject till all 
who may desire to speak shall have spoken ; nor more than fifteen min- 
utes at a time, without leave of the Conference. 

7. All questions of order shall be decided by the President, subject to 
an appeal to the Conference, without debate. 

8. When any question is under debate, no motion shall be received but 
to adjourn, to lay on the table, to postpone, to commit, or to amend; but 
a motion to adjourn shall always be in order ; and this, as well as a 
motion to lay on the table, shall be decided without debate. 

9. If the question before the Conference be capable of division, upon 
the call of any member, such question shall be divided. 

10. The business of the Conference shall be conducted with open 
doors, unless otherwise ordered by the Conference. 

11. Any question may be reconsidered on the motion of any member 
who may have voted with the majority. 

12. If any member call for the previous question, and such call shall 
be sanctioned by a two-thirds vote of the Conference, the main question 
shall then be put. 

13. Each committee of the Conference shall choose its own chairman, 
unless the chairman be designated by the Conference or the President in 
the appointment of the committee. 

14. The members of the Conference shall assemble in the Conference- 
room punctually at the hour to which the Conference adjourned, and no 
member shall absent himself from the place of Conference session with- 
out leave of absence. 

15. In all practicable cases, when charges are preferred against a mem- 
ber of Conference, notice shall be given to the President on the first day 
of the session, that, if it be judged proper, his name may he called, and 
the case referred to a committee. 

16. No member of Conference shall be subject to arrest of character 
without having been timely furnished, wherever practicable, with a writ- 
ten copy of the charges and specifications against him. 

17. The vote on any question shall be taken by ayes and noes, upon 
the call of fifteen members.

Xenia, Ohio, Wednesday, September y, i8//. 

The Cincinnati Annual Conference of the Methodist Epis- 
copal Church began its Twenty-sixth Session in the First Methodist 
Episcopal Church of Xenia, Ohio, this morning, at 9 o’clock, Bishop 
G. Haven presiding. 

Preceding the session, the Bishop read a part of the twenty-sixth 
chapter of the Gospel by Matthew, and announced the one hundred and 
forty- fifth hymn ; after the singing of which the sacrament of the Lord’s- 
supper was administered to the ministers and laity present. 

Bishop Haven then opened the Conference by reading the thirty-fifth 
chapter of Isaiah ; and, after the singing of the seven hundred and sev- 
enth hymn, he led the devotions of the Conference in prayer.

At 9 o’clock Dr. J. M. Walden took the chair, by appointment of 
Bishop Haven, and the proceedings of Conferenee began with the read- 
ing and approval of the Journal of the fourth day. • 

Bishop Simpson having arrived took the chair. 

Dr. Pearne and M. Kauffman, having been absent at the previous call, 
reported their missionary collections. 

On motion, the Treasurers of the respective Conference Societies were 
authorized to pay to the Publishing Committee the amounts necessary 
to cover the expense of publishing their reports. 

On motion, the report of the Committee on Parsonages was read by J. 
P. Shultz, and adopted. 

On motion, the report on Temperance, read by J. F. Marlay, was 
adopted; and J. F. Marlay, T. H. Pearne, and L. Clark were appointed 
the Committee provided for. 
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The report of the Committee on Church Extension was read by S. B. 
Smith, and adopted. 

The report on the Freedmen’s Aid Society was read by W. W. Case, 
and adopted. 

The report of the Treasurer of Freedmen’s Collections was read by J. 
H. Lease, and filed. 

The report of the Committee on Finance was read by W. J. Quarry. 

On motion, the report on this subject for last year was readopted 
as a substitute; and, on motion of W. W. Case, the Committee was dis- 
charged. 

M. A. Richards reported a donation of $19,50 to the Superannuates’ 
Fund, from Philip Phillips, as a part of the proceeds of a concert given 
on Saturday evening. 

On motion of D. J. Starr, who had solicited the gift, the thanks of 
Conference were tendered Philip Phillips for said donation. 

The Report of the Committee on Education was read in part by M. 
Dustin ; and, after addresses by President Payne, and L. F. Van Cleve, 
Agent, the item relating to the Ohio Wesleyan University was 
adopted. 

The item relating to Xenia College was read, and, after President 
Smith had, by invitation, addressed the Conference, it was adopted. 

The item relating to Hillsboro College was read and adopted. 

The item relating to the Cincinnati Wesleyan College was read and 
adopted, and the whole report so far as read was adopted. 

The order of the day for 11 o’clock was taken up; and invitations 
from Green Street Church, Piqua ; Mulberry Street Church, Troy; and 
the Church at Greenfield, for the next session of Conference, were re- 
ceived. The respective places were represented, and Piqua was fixed 
upon as the place of the next session. 

L. F. Van Cleve presented and read his report as Financial Agent of 
the Ohio Wesleyan University. 

The Stewards distributed the funds according to their report. 

At the request of the OflBicial Board, James Mack was appointed to 
receive and disburse, for the benefit of Rev. Jos. A. Reeder, the funds 
appropriated to him. 

The Conference was authorized to draw on the Chartered Fund for 
$30, and the draft was ordered. 



The Stew.ards reported a balance of $26.91 in their hands, and asked 
that it be given to R. A. Arthur. It was so ordered, and W. Young was 
given charge of the funds. 
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On motion, an afternoon session, beginning at 3 o’clock, was ordered 
for Memorial Services and ordination of elders. 

Dr. Curry, Editor of the National Repository addressed the Confer- 
ence in behalf of the interests of that magazine. 

The time of the session was extended. Leave of absence granted to 
J. M. Walden. 

Dr. Walden read the report of the Committee on the Observance of 
the Sabbath, which was adopted. 

Documents received through Bishop Haven, from the New York Book 
Concern, were referred to the Committee on that subject. 

Rev. W. Ramsey, of 'the Kentucky Conference; Rev. Mill, of the 
East Ohio Conference; and President Lee, of the Wilberforce Univei*sity, 
were introduced. 

J. W. Weakley was appointed by Bishop Simpson to conduct the 
opening religious services of the afternoon session ; and after the giving 
of notices Conference adjourned, with the benediction by C. H. Payne. 



AFTERNOON SESSION. 

Monday Afternoon, September lo, i8y^. 

Conference opened at 3 o’clock, Rev. M. P. Gaddis conducting the de- 
votional services. Bishop Simpson in the chair. 

The Journal of the morning session was read and approved. 

The Bishop announced that the ordination service, designed for this 
hour, will be deferred, and be made the opening service of to-morrow 
morning. 

D. J. Starr read the report of the Treasurer of the Episcopal Funds, 
which was amended and filed.

G. T. Weaver read the report of the Committee on the Bible Cause, 
which was adopted. 

T. D. W. Peak read the report of the Committee on Periodicals and 
Book Concern, which was adopted. 

D. L. Aultman read the report of the Treasurer of Tract Funds, which 
was ordered to be filed. 

R. E. Smith read a summary of the report of the Statistical Secretaries. 

R. K. Deem read the report of the Committee on the Tract Cause, 
which was adopted. 
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The Secretary presented a communication from Jewell Central Circuit, 
Kansas Conference, recommending the restoration of the credentials of 
Rev. Hiram Breckenridge, a local preacher. Conference ordered such 
restoration, if the credentials can be found. 

The Memorial Service, being the order of the day, was taken up. 

Rev. W. Herr, Chairman, reported, and Rev. G. H. Dart read the 
Memoir of Rev. W. H. Lawder, which was adopted. 

Rev. M. Dustin read the Memoir of the Rev. T. A. G. Phillips, which 
was adopted. 

The Memoir of the Rev. Samuel Brown was also read, by brother Dus- 
tin, and was adopted. 

F. G. Mitchell read 'the Memoir of Rev. W. I. Ellsworth, which was 
adopted. 

W. Herr read the Memoir of Mrs. Jacinthia Spencer, widow of Rev. 
Robt. 0. Spencer, which was adopted. 

The Memoir of Mrs. Reeder, not being at hand, was ordered to be 
published. 

R. E. Smith read the Memoir of Mrs. Rachel E. Swormstedt, widow 
of Rev. Leroy Swormstedt, which was adopted. 

Following the reading of the Memoirs, and some appropriate remarks. 
Conference joined in singing an appropriate hymn, and Rev. Wm. Young, 
by request of Bishop Simpson, led the Conference in prayer. 

The Second Question, “ Who are admitted on trial was taken up. 

The recommendation of Henry Witham, from Mainville charge, of 
the East Cincinnati District, was presented, and after proper representa- 
tions he was received. 

Henry C. Weakley, from Lebanon charge, the same district, being 
duly recommended and represented, he was admitted. 

Stanley 0. Royal, of Grace Church Quarterly Conference, Piqua, Day- 
ton District, was duly recommended and represented, after which he was 
admitted. 

John A. Story, having been recommended by the Fall River District 
Conference, Providence Annual Conference, and properly represented, was 
admitted. 

John A. White, from Trinity Quarterly Conference, East Cincinnati Dis- 
trict, having been properly recommended and represented, was admitted. 

Dr. G. C. Crum was granted a superannuated relation. Charles Kalb- 
fus was granted a superannuated relation. J. B. Ellsworth was granted 
a supernumerary relation. J. M. Robinson was granted a superannuated 
relation. 
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The Preachers’ Relief Society, through Rev. R. S. Rust, requested the 
appointment of Rev. W. Herr, as its financial agent, and the Conference 
requested the Bishop to so appoint him. 

After the giving of notices, Conference adjourned with the singing of 
the Doxology, and the benediction by Rev. Dr. Sutherland. 



Tuesday Morning, September ii, 1877. 

Conference opened at 8^ o’clock. Bishop Simpson presiding. The 
usual devotional services were conducted by Rev. J. G. Black. 

The Journal of yesterday afternoon’s session was read and approved. 

Dr. Pearne read the report of the Court to examine the charges 
against the Rev. W. S. Rae, recommending that his character be passed, 
as he had been admonished by the President of the Court, according to 
the findings. His character was so passed. T. H. Pearne was granted 
leave of absence. A collection was taken up for the relief of W. S. 
Rae, which amounted to $36.73. 

The report on Sunday-schools for last year was readopted. 

The ordination services announced for this hour were introduced. 
Daniel L. Aultmau, John T. Short, and John W. Sutherland, having 
been elected, were ordained elders by Bishop Simpson; and Gilbert L. 
Travis, also .elected, was ordained deacon by Bishop Haven. 

Bishop Haven took the chair. 

W. Herr read the report of the Board of Conference Trustees, which 
was adopted, and its nominees were elected by Conference. 

A communication from Dr. J. F. Wright was read to the Conference. 

Permission was given the trustees of the old church at Middleboro, 
on Clarksville Circuit, to sell the property and reinvest the proceeds. 
Permission was also granted the trustees of Spring Church, Bethany 
charge, to sell their church property. 

On motion of W. Herr, Thursday night of the next session was set 
apart for the anniversary of the Preachers’ Relief Society. 

D. J. Starr read the report of the Committee on Correspondence and 
Resolutions, which was adopted. 

A collection for the sexton of this Church was taken, amounting 
to $23.20. 

A communication from the Superintendent of the Ohio Soldiers’ and 
Sailors’ Orphans’ Home, inviting the Conference to visit that institution, 
was received, and, on motion, the invitation was accepted with thanks. 
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J. P. Shultz read the nominations for officers of the Conference Board 
of Church Extension, and they were elected. 

A supplementary report from the Committee on Education, in relation 
to the property of the Springfield Female College, was adopted. 

Dr. J. P. Newman was introduced, and briefly addressed the Con- 
ference. 

J. F. Conrey read his report as Treasurer of the Missionary Society, 
which was adopted, and he was authorized to provide envelopes for the 
missionary collections of next year. Conference appointed J. F. Conrey, 
also, to secure Thos. Robinson’s bequest to the Missionary Society. 

The reports of the Committees on Temperance and on the Observance 
of the Sabbath were offered for publication in the Weitern Christian 
Advocate. 

The motion passed yesterday, with reference to the disposition by L. 
F. Van Cleve of certain subscriptions to the Ohio Wesleyan University, 
was reconsidered, as the matter was already provided for in the Educa- 
tional Report. 

G. W. Parrott presented resolutions signed by himself, D. J. Starr, 
and G. Moody, in reference to superannuates’ collections, which were 
adopted. 

J. F. Marlay offered, as a substitute for a pending resolution on the 
transfer of preachers to the Cincinnati Conference, another resolution 
on that subject, which was adopted. 

S. B. Smith presented a paper adding certain names to the officers of 
the Church Extension Board, which was adopted. 

W. I. Fee read his report, as Treasurer of the Conference Educa- 
tional Society, and it was adopted. 

Bishop Haven announced G. Moody, J. W. Cassatt, C. W. Ketcham, 
M. Dustin, and J. P. Porter, as the Committee on Boundary Lines of 
Conferences. 

T. Collett read his report as Treasurer of the Sunday-school Union, 
which was adopted. 

Officers for the Conference Sunday-school Union were elected. 

G. Moody offered a resolution, which was adopted, thanking the ladies 
of Trinity and First Methodist Episcopal Churches of Xenia for floral 
decorations, and personal attentions to Conference during the session. 

A. B. Leonard moved that the Agent of the Ohio Wesleyan University 
be requested to report the moneys especially designated for said Univer- 
sity, to the Treasurer of the Educational Society, to be published in our 
Annual Minutes. The motion prevailed. 
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The Bishop announced the transfer of W. H. Sutherland to the Ohio, 
and L. F. Van Cleve to the East Ohio, from the Cincinnati Conference. 

D. J. Starr offered a resolution respectful to the transfer of Rev. W. 
H. Sutherland, D. D., which was adopted by a rising vote. 

A similar motion in reference to the transfer of Rev. L. F. Van Cleve, 
offered by Dr. M’Cabe, was adopted in the same manner, following which 
action these brethren expressed their parting regards to the Conference. 

The Secretary was instructed to furnish to these brethren, and to the 
Conferences to which they go, copies of this action. 

The report of the Committee on the Assessment of Episcopal Funds 
was approved. 

The officers of the Conference Missionary Society of last year were 
re- elected. 

Bishop Haven announced the transfer of Rev. Henry Baker from the 
East Ohio to the Cincinnati Conference. 

The Committee appointed to audit the accounts of the Publishing 
Committee, reported, approving the accounts, and the report was adopted. 

On motion of M. A. Richards, Conference ordered that the examina- 
tion of all classes, except of local preachers for orders, be held on 
Tuesday before the next session of Conference, and that the excepted 
class be examined on Friday of the session. 

On motion of J. W. Weakley, Rev. Wm. Herr was invited to preach 
a semi-centennial sermon at the next session of Conference. 

The Journal of this session was read and approved. 

Bishop Haven addressed the Conference in a suggestive manner, and 
read appropriate selections from the Scriptures, after which the two hun- 
dred and twenty-first hymn was sung, and S. Weeks led the Conference 
in prayer. 

Rev. J. F. Loyd addressed the Conference briefly in reference to his 
'work as President of Hillsboro College. 

By request of the Bishop, the Secretary read the Appointments; and 
after notices by the Bishop and presiding elders. Conference adjourned, 
sine die, with the benediction by Dr. W. H. Sutherland.

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REPORT OF COMMITTEE ON STATISTICS. 

The Committee on Church Statistics are glad to report that the statis- 
tics from the various charges have, with few exceptions, come into the 
hands of the Committee in good time ; yet we regret that there are still 
some who are not ready with their reports until the third or fourth day 
of the session, while from three or four charges no report at all has been 
received. Such charges are wronged by the delinquency of their pas- 
tors, and should complain to them. Your Committee believe that it is 
the design of the Conference that all the spaces in the blanks be filled, 
and regret that many reports come to their hands imperfect in this 
respect. 

In order to facilitate the preparation of the statistics of the Confer- 
ence, we ask the adoption of the following resolutions : 

1. Resolved, That the Statistical Secretaries of the Conference bs 
requested to send the statistical blanks and collection envelopes to the 
presiding elders, for their preachers in charge, three months before the 
Conference session. 

2. Resolved, That we consider it the imperative duty of all the 
preachers in charge to be ready to hand in their reports on the first day 
of the conference session. 

3. Resolved, That a special session of Conference be held on the 
afternoon of the first day, for the purpose of presenting statistical re- 
ports and collections. 

4. Resolved, That the Statistical Secretaries shall not be required to 
receive and enter statistics presented after the second day of the session.

REPORT OF THE COMMITEE ON EDUCATION. 



Ohio WeMleynn IJiiiversity. 

Foremost among our many excellent educational institutions is the 
Ohio Wesleyan University. The late joint action of the Board of Trus- 
tees of the Ohio Wesleyan Female College and the Ohio Wesleyan Uni- 
versity has placed both institutions under the control of the trustees of 
the latter, thus effecting a consolidation of the two institutions, and 
thereby granting ladies all the privileges of the University. The co- 
education of the sexes, for which this action provides, is a matter which 
has long been thought to be desirable by many of the foremost educa- 
tors of the land, and is now introduced into the Ohio Wesleyan Univer- 
sity under auspices which give the most hopeful assurances of the wisdom 
of the action. 

As it now appears to us, we do most heartily commend this action, and 
bespeak for the institution an appreciative patronage. 





Education. 
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THE FACULTY, 

with Rev. C. H. Payne, D. D., LL. D., for President, presents an array 
of talent and scholarship never before excelled in the history of the 
University, and commends it every-wherc and to all who wish to put 
their children under efficient instructors. The report of the examiners 
for the past year shows great thoroughness to have been observed on the 
part of both professors and students, bringing eminently satisfactory 
results in the scholarship of the classes. We find the moral culture of 
this institution to be very superior. A continuous reference is had to 
the religious well-being of the students, and during the past year many 
have been converted. We are gratified to know that the Faculty has 
recently dealt efficiently with dancing, billiard-playing, and popular 
vices of that class, and that these practices are not tolerated among the 
students of the University. Care is also bestowed to see that all the 
students make the Bible a personal text book. Some of the Christian 
Fathers have been wisely substituted for the heathen classics. In the 
course of study, each year of which, as detailed in the Annual Cata- 
logue, shows a determination to lay a broad and deep foundation for a 
high grade of scholarship, it is the purpose of the Faculty to give in- 
creased attention to the English language and literature, to writing and 
speaking the English language correctly. 

The financial condition of the University is very hopeful. The an- 
nual exhibit, made June 16, 1877, shows assets, above all liabilities, of 
8411,673.29, which includes $233,000 of permanent endowment. But 
while this is true, there is great need of additional endowment. 

The present corps of teachers are greatly overworked, because they 
are required to do extra service which properly belongs to others if there 
was money to pay them. We therefore earnestly recommend that all 
our preachers be on the lookout to secure endowments, bequests by 
will, and contributions, to increase the efficiency of this time-honored 
institution ; and that the Conference use all sanctified endeavors to re- 
deem its promise to raise an endowment of $30,000. 

One of the most hopeful features of the University is the enthusiasm 
in its behalf on the part of its students, alumni, and friends. Only let 
this continue and intensify, bringing forth ample endowment and largely 
increased patronage, and the near future will see this, one of the fruits 
of the Wesleyan reformation, a university in fact as it now is in name. 
Your Committee recommend the following: 

1. Resolved^ That as a connectional measure, calculated to widen the 
influence and usefulness of the University, we do cordially indorse the 
action of the trustees recommending that the Kentucky Conference be 
invited to a joint patronage of the University, under the provision of the 
State law to this effect. 

2. Resolved, That we will welcome among us any agent of the Uni- 
versity whom the trustees may approve, and will gladly co-operate with 
him in the effort to complete the endowment of the University, with 
the understanding that all that is secured within our bounds shall be 
credited to the Cincinnati Conference Professorship. 

3. Resolved, That the undesignated funds now in the hands of the 
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Cincianati Conference Educational Society (including those collected the 
past year) be paid into the treasury of the Ohio Wesleyan University, to 
be used in aiding needy students from that institution, from the bounds 
of this Conference, preparing for the ministry of our Church. 

4. Resolved^ That all moneys and subscriptions obtained for the en- 
dowment of the Cincinnati Conference Professorship, be placed in the 
hands of the trustees of the University.

H. Payne, D. D., LL. D., to the Presidency, the Rev. L. D. M’Cabe, 
D. D., LL. D., to the Chair of Philosophy, and the appointment of the 
Rev. J. T. Short, A. M., to be Adjunct Professor of English Language 
and Literature of the University. 

7. Resolved, That Rev. A. Meharry, D. D., and Rev. M. Dustin, D. D., 
be appointed as visitors and examiners of the University for the ensuing 
year. 

Wesleyan ColIegr« for IjRdies. 

We have reason to congratulate the trustees and patrons of this pio- 
neer institution for female education on the eminent success which has 
attended the labors of the President, Rev. D. H. Moore, D. D., and of 
the corps of excellent teachers associated with him. The Committee of 
Examination report that the oral examinations were highly satisfactory, 
the written examination papers unusually excellent^ the government 
kindly firm, and the boarding department delightful and home- like. 
Two hundred and sixteen pupils were enrolled during the last year, and 
were gathered from fifteen difierent States and territories. The president, 
principal, and professors are experienced, devoted, effective. The courses 
of study are wisely arranged, and of a high standard. The buildings are 
accessible, elegant, convenient. The facilities and improvements are 
modern and approved. The College deserves a very large patronage, 
and, as its great advantages become better known, its attendance and 
usefulness will be largely increased. We recommend the reappointment 
of Rev. D. H. Moore, D. D., President ; and that Revs. S. D. Clayton, 
Jas. Murray, S. A. Brewster, F. S. Davis, J. F. Conrey, and the pastors 
of Asbury and Christie Churches, Cincinnati, be made the Visiting and 
Examining Committee for the ensuing year. 

Xenia College. 

This institution also affords whatever advantages may appertain to tha 
coeducation of the sexes. Its Catalogue for the past year shows a total 
attendance of two hundred and sixteen, gathered from forty-two different 
towns and villages in this State. Its management is wise and efficient. 
Parents can be assured that their children will be under a wholesome in- 
fluence with President Smith and his excellent wife. 

The Summer Normal is deserving of especial mention and commenda- 
tion. It is a power among teachers, and is deserving of their patronage. 
We recommend the appointment of the presiding elders of the East Cin- 
cinnati and Springfield Districts, and the pastors of Methodist Churches 
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of Xenia and Dayton, as the Visiting and Examining Committee for the 
ensuing year. 

Hillsboro Female College. ‘ 

This institution has had new hopes awakened for its future by a be- 
quest of some ten thousand dollars, which has been left it the past 
year. The trustees hope to realize on this soon, and use it in meeting 
the expenses of the College. The venerable and time-honored President, 
Dr. Mathews, by reason of age and infirmity, is compelled to retire from 
educational work; and to the position, which his retirement renders va- 
cant, we recommend the appointment of the Rev. J, F. Loyd, of this 
Conference. 

Your Committee also recommend the following for trustees : Asa 
Haynes, John L. West, Joseph M. Heistand, Hardin Rhodes, Thos. H. 
Pearne, D. D., Rev. J. T. Bail, Rev. M. Dustin, D. D., and A. Meharry, 
D. D. 

We also recommend that Rev. Wm. I. Fee and Rev. J. P. Porter be 
appointed as Visiting and Examining Committee for the ensuing year. 

Springfield College niid High-Scliool. 

Resolved, 1. That W. C. Fry, J. W. Cole, H. S. Showers, Wm. Herr, 
W. H. Sutherland, Jas. T. Pugsley, Henry E. Parrott, J. K. Mower, J. 
M. Deardorfif, E. Van Norman, Chas. Maguire, Wm. R. Warnock, W. N. 
Williams, Wm. Young, and J. W. White be appointed trustees of the 
Springfield College and High-school. 

2. That we recommend the relinquishing of all claim of the Cincinnati 
Conference to the grounds and buildings of the Springfield Female Col- 
lege and High-school to the trustees of the Springfield Seminary, with 
the following conditions: (1.) That the M’Fadden bequest, with the ac- 
cumulated interest, or its value in money or securities, be transferred to 
the trustees of the Ohio Wesleyan University, and that the trustees of 
the Springfield Seminary relinquish all legal claim forever to the said 
M’Fadden bequest.

In the event such a school shall not be main- 
tained, or the board of trustees shall be dissolved, then the entire property 
shall revert to the Cincinnati Annual Conference.

REPORT ON SUNOAY-SCHOOIiS. 



Forasmuch as the last General Conference adopted and published a 
general plan of Sunday-school organization and control, we deem it of 
importance that these regulations should be adopted in all our schools, 
where practicable. (See Discipline, Section 248-9.) 

In addition to these disciplinary provisions, we do not hesitate to 
express the opinion that the time has now come when the pastor who 
willfully neglects the Sunday-school loses his Samson lock of power, and 
his services will not be sought for by the people. 

We believe the difficulty of keeping our young people in the Sunday- 
school, as they approach manhood and womanhood, will be fully obviated 
by the faithful attendance of the parents and older members of the 
Church ; and we would suggest the formation of a class in every school 
for those in advanced life. 

We would commend to all our schools the immediate adoption of the 
Constitution prescribed by our late General Conference. We would 
recommend the adoption of the “ Berean Series,” on sale by Hitchcock 
& Walden, Cincinnati, to all our Sunday-schools, and we would urge 
the continuance of those schools during the entire year. 

We would also encourage and as.sist our people to make such contribu- 
tions to the support of our Sunday-schools as will enable them to provide 
suitable libraries and an ample supply of our periodical literature.

REPORT OF THE FREEDMEN’S AID SOCIETY. 



The Freedmen’s Aid Society is one of the most useful and efl&cient 
institutions in the Church. Though but recently organized, it has, with- 
in the eleven years, made a history of singular interest and excellence. 
It has been most happy in its management, and, from the first, has been 
attended with an unparalleled degree of success. This Society appeals 
with power to the patriotism of all lovers of our country, and to the 
Christian sympathy of all those who truly love our Lord Jesus Christ. 

We are fully satisfied that the work of this Society is carried on with 
the utmost economy, and that the time has not yet come for retrench- 
ment of expenditures in this direction. The agencies for the education 
of the freedmen must be kept before the Church for many years 
to come. 

Your Committee recommend the adoption of the following resolutions : 

Resolved.^ 1. That during the next year we will devote at least one 
entire public service on the Sabbath to the consideration of the interests 
of the Freedmen’s Aid Society, and that we will put forth our best en- 
deavors to raise liberal collections for this cause. 

Resolved., 2. That we are opposed to the practice, too often adopted, 
of omnibusing the benevolent collections of the Church, and that we 
will use our influence to discourage such a practice among our people. 

Resolved, 3. That so far as practicable, we will disseminate informa- 
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tion among the people concerning the necessities and operations of this 
Society, in order to create a deeper interest in its work and mission. 

Resolved^ 4. That we recommend that December be designated as the 
month for taking the Conference collection for the freedmen, wherever 
practicable.

Its steadfast adherence to its own sole object, to in- 
crease the circulation of the Holy Scriptures, continues to challenge our 
admiration and merit our support. 

We learn that the Society has reduced the expense of its district 
superintendency by greatly enlarging its districts, thus expending less in 
each locality, and that it seeks to obviate the expense of the paid county 
agent, by substituting the local volunteer canvass tor the solicitation of 
funds and the distribution of the Scriptures. In this work of economy 
and improvement by the Society, it seeks to secure a more earnest and 
faithful co-operation from the pastors of all the Christian Churches, from 
all of the local auxiliary societies, and all the friends of the Bible. 

Correspondence with the District Superintendent, on plans of Bible 
work, is earnestly solicited.

3. That we pledge ourselves we will secure the annual contributions of 
our people through collections, or by the regular annual collection, and 
report the same to Conference. 
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4. That we will seek to have this Cause cherished by the children, 
and secure contributions for the Bible from our Sunday-schools.

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CONFERENCE TRUSTEES’ REPORT. 



Adopted by tbe Ciucinnati Conference held in Xenia. Sept. 11. 1877. 

Fourteen years ago the Cincinnati Conference inaugurated measures 
to secure corporate powers, as indicated by the following official document: 

“Lockland, O., December 9, 1863. 

“At the session of the Cincinnati Conference, held in Xenia, Ohio, September 
8, 1863, W. Herr presented the following resolutions, which were adopted: 

“1. Resolved, That in order to secure legacies made to the Church by its de- 
ceased members for benevolent purposes, this Conference elect seven persons, to 
be invested with corporate powers to receive and hold in trust all moneys and 
property which may. come into their hands, in the manner and for the purposes 
above designated. 

“2. Resolved, That said trustees proceed without delay to secure corporate 
powers according to the provisions of the Statutes of the State of Ohio. 

“M. Marlay, W. Herr, W. Simmons, W. Nast, W. G. W. Lewis, D. War- 
nock, and D. Reed were appointed said Board of Trustees.” 

I hereby certify the foregoing to be a true copy from the Journal of the 
Twelfth Session of the Cincinnati Annual Conference.

On the 25th of February, 1864, the Trustees met in Wesley Chapel, 
Dayton, Ohio, and organized, in due form, by the election of M. Marlay 
President, W. Herr Secretary, and W. G. W. Lewis Treasurer; adopting 
the corporate name of the body, to wit: Trustees of the Cincinnati Con- 

ference of the Methodist Episcopal Church and said act of incorpora- 
tion was duly recorded in the recorder’s office, Greene County, Ohio, 
March 1, 1864, and also in the recorder’s office, Montgomery County, 
Ohio, March 3, 1864. 

It may be proper to remark, parenthetically, that at the same Confer- 
ence a resolution was adopted instructing our delegates to the next ensu- 
ing General Conference to use their influence to induce the Conference to 
appoint a Board of Trustees, with corporate powers, to cover the inter- 
ests of the whole Church in this regard. The action of the General 
Conference was favorable, and hence the origin of 'the ^'‘Trustees of the 
Methodist Episcopal Church.'' 

The Trustees of this Conference have at present safely invested funds 
to the amount of nearly seven thousand dollars, the interest of which is 
annually paid to the Conference Stewards, for the, benefit of the superan- 
nuated preachers, widows, and orphans of the Conference. The details 
of the fund will fully appear in the following report of the Treasurer:

REPORT OF THE COMMITTEE OJf THE OBSERVANCE 

OF THE SABBATH. 

We, the members of the Cincinnati Annual Conference, ministers of 
the Church of Christ, hold it to be true that the general and public 
recognition of the Sabbath as a day of rest from secular pursuits is es- 
sential both to the perpetuity of our free government and the prosperity 
of the Christian Church. We therefore can not allow this, our annual 
meeting, to pass without directing attention to the increasing desecration 
of this holy day, and declaring it to be our solemn conviction that this 
evil, if not speedily checked, must bring certain ruin to our nation. 

We would remind our people that our fathers, in the organic law of 
the American Republic, recognized the Sabbath as a day of rest from 
secular pursuits (vide Constitution of the United States, Article I, Sec- 
tion 7), thereby forever recording their idea of the proper civil observ- 
ance of this holy day. Those who gave us a government far in advance 
of the monarchies of the Old World thus gave their highest sanction to 
a civil Sabbath, based upon the law of God^, different from and superior 
to the Sabbath of Continental Europe. This American Sahhath should 
be perpetuated with that jealous care which is necessary to maintain all 
other institutions of freedom inherited from these wise and heroic men. 

We may not insist on the religious observance of the Sabbath by those 
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not under our pastoral care, but we do hold that the maintenance of the 
American Sahhath is essential to the cultivation and preservation of that 
public virtue without which a free government can not long exist. We 
need not turn to the history of past ages to learn this lesson ; nor to 
Holy Writ, where it is enforced with solemn sanctions; it is taught by 
the events of the present. As the desecration of the Sabbath has in- 
creased in our cities, their governments have decreased in efficiency, their 
public officials have become corrupt, their masses have been degraded, 
and the vicious elements augmented. All business in our country has 
been recently interrupted by the strikes of those who are required to 
labor on the Sabbath, and the red flag has been raised in the metropolis 
of our own State, not by those who recognize the American Sabbath, but 
by those who would hasten its abrogation. Thus, in those localities 
where the Sabbath is least regarded, vice rapidly augments, and the dif- 
ficulties and perils of government increase. 

The existing laws of Ohio for the protection of the Sabbath, declared 
constitutional by the Supreme Court, although too indefinite in their 
provisions, and not sanctioned by adequate penalties, do establish the 
precedent for efficient legislation. Inasmuch as the public good requires 
the enactment of laws which may he promptly enforced to arrest the grow- 
ing desecration of the civil Sabbath^ and to protect religious people in 
th^r right of public worship on that day^ it behooves all good citizens to 
use all proper means to prevent the elevation of men to important positions 
of State wlio are known to he opposed to the American Sabbath. 

In order to meet and overcome the insidious efforts that are made to 
obliterate from the minds of our people all respect for the holy Sabbath, 
it is evidently the duty of all Christians scrupulously to observe this 
day as it is enjoined in the Scriptures. That the enemies of the Sab- 
bath may not be strengthened in their attacks on this sacred institution, 
and that our good may not be evil spoken of, we request our people 
prayerfully to consider any methods of conducting camp-meetings and 
other religious services that may tend to encourage the running of Sun- 
day trains on railroads, or other forms of Sabbath desecration. 

The sin of Sabbath-breaking too often begins in childhood. Relig- 
ious parents who permit their children to absent themselves from public 
worship, or to spend portions of the day in recreation and amusement, 
can hardly expect to inspire them with proper regard for the Lord’s-day. 
We would earnestly entreat the heads of Christian families, by precept, 
example, and parental authority, to enforce, in their homes, the teachings 
of the Scriptures upon this subject, and would also urge all Sunday- 
school teachers to impress upon the minds of their pupils the importance 
of the Christian Sabbath, and their moral obligations to observe it.

REPORT ON TEMPERANCE. 

The interest recently awakened on the subject of temperance through 
the efforts of Francis Murphy and others, and the present wide-spread 
revival of total abstinence principles in our country, makes this an op- 
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portune time for clear and bold deliverances on .the part of Christian 
Churches. The Church is, and should be, the great temperance society 
of the world, and it is the firm belief of your Committee, that in her 
organized capacity she can do more, and is doing more, for the suppres- 
sion of intemperance, than all other agencies together. We recommend 
the adoption of the following resolutions : 

1. That as a Church we are unalterably opposed to the manufacture, 
sale, or use as a beverage, of all kinds of distilled, fermented, and vinous 
liquors. 

2. That the license of the traffic is incompatible with the public wel- 
fare and with Christian morals, and we protest against the members of 
our Church giving countenance to it by vote or otherwise. 

3. That it is inconsistent with the vows and obligations of membership 
in the Church of Christ to rent property to be used for the manufacture 
or sale of intoxicating liquors. 

4. That we recommend the use of none but' pure, unfermentcd juice of 
the grape for sacramental purposes. 

5. That, in the language of the last General Conference, we are fully 
convinced of the wisdom and absolute need of total legal prohibition. 
We believe it is the right of the State, and the duty of the State, to sup- 
press utterly the unholy traffic. 

6. That, recognizing the duty and importance of all Christians com- 
bining their efforts to secure thorough reformation on this subject, we 
heartily respond to the action of the General Assembly of the United 
Presbyterian Church, in May last, and referred to us, and recommend 
the appointment of a committee of three, to meet similar committees of 
other evangelical Churches in Xenia, on the fourth Tuesday of October 
next, at 7 o’clock P. M., to agree upon some plan of united effort for the 
furtherance of the cause of temperance.

REPORT ON FINANCE. 



Your Committee on Finance submit the following report: 

In view of the fact that the financial interests of the Church of God 
are second only to her spiritual interests, the former always greatly 
affecting the latter ; and in View of the fact that so many of our people are 
so poorly informed, and, therefore, fail to have a just appreciation of the 
great importance of this subject, we recommend: 

1. That our preachers and intelligent laymen labor to instruct our 
people, and by all proper means enforce upon them their financial obli- 
gations to God and to his cause. 

2. That as far as practicable a uniform financial plan be adopted by all 
our charges and societies. 

3. That, to approximate this uniformity of plan, let the steward or 
stewards, assisted by two or more judicious members of the charge or 
society, apportion each member his just proportion of the amount to be 
raised, and then, publicly or privately, as may be deemed best, get each 
member to accept his apportionment or any other just amount, and also 
solicit from each attendant on the Church services, who is not a member 
of the Church, contributions for the support of the Gospel. 

4. That the steward or stewards secure as far as possible weekly, 
monthly, or at farthest quarterly payments of these assessments and sub- 
criptions, or, wherever it is at all practical, adopt the envelope system, 
and make a quarterly and an annual report to the charge or society of 
all of the moneys received and expended. 

5. That the quarterly conferences elect such men for stewards as will, 
as far as possible, carry out this plan. 

6. That, in view of the comparatively meagre support hitherto received 
by a large majority of our preachers, notwithstanding the financial 
stringency of the times, lest the cause of God suffer and God be dishon- 
ored, the estimating committees, quarterly conferences, and district stew- 
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ards make our preachers aud presiding ciders as liberal allowances as 
the circumstances will admit of. 

7. That all our pastors, as soon as practicable, have this report read 
and adopted by their various charges, and that the presiding elders pre- 
sent it for adoption to the first quarterly conference in each charge.

MEMOIRS. 



Rev. Wm. H. Lawder was born in Smithfield, Va., November 17, 
1809, and died, in perfect peace, April 20, 1877. He was the oldest son 
of Frederic and Margarette Lawder, to whom were born ten children, 
eight of whom lived to mature life and adorned the Church and doctrines 
of Christ. In 1818 the family emigrated to Ohio and settled near Hills- 
boro. William received his first religious impressions at the family altar 
at an age so early that he could not afterward determine. These impres- 
sions were encouraged and strengthened by his godly parents, until at 
the age of twelve he was converted in the class led by his father, and 
united with the Church in 1821. His convictions of a call to the min- 
istry followed his conversion, and grew steadily upon him, though he 
hid them in his own heart and strove to free himself from them. But at 
the age of twenty-one years a number of influential Christian friends, 
among whom was Rev. Joseph M’D. Mathews, urged the duty upon him 
with great force, much to his own surprise, as he had never communi- 
cated with any one in regard to this subject. 

Brother Mathews kindly offered to educate him gratuitously, in the 
academy which he and Samuel D. Blithe were about establishing at 
Hillsboro. At length, his own convictions having become too strong for 
further resistance without imperiling his relations to Grod, he accepted 
license to exhort, and the ensuing April 14, 1832, license to preach, from 
Rev. Augustus Eddy, at the old Bethel Church, Rapid Forge, Ross 
County, 0. Filled with holy zeal, he immediately offered himself to 
Rev. Russell Bigelow, who had charge of the Wyandot Mission, for 
service among the Indians. The vacancy which he sought had, however, 
unknown to him, been filled, so that his offer was not accepted. Febru- 
ary 9, 1832, he w,as married to Miss Catherine M’Dole, of Rapid Forge, 
with whom he lived for nearly forty- one years, and raised to manhood 
and womanhood five sons and two daughters, all of whom survive save 
the youngest daughter, who preceded her father to the better country 
about eighteen months. 

He entered the conference held at Cincinnati, 1833, and was appointed 
to New Lancaster Circuit, with Rev. S. Hamilton as senior colleague. 
In 1834 he traveled Marietta Circuit, with Rev. E. D. Roe as senior 
colleague. In 1835, with Rev. Wm. Simmons as preacher in charge, he 
traveled Lebanon Circuit, and in 1836 he was appointed alone to German- 
town Circuit. He filled in succession the following appointments : Bay- 
ton, 1837; Zanesville, 1838-9; Portsmouth, 1840; Asbury, Cincinnati, 
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1841-2; New Richmond, 1843-4; Augusta, Ky. (after division of the 
Church), 1845; Franklin, 0., 1846 ; Piqua, 1847-8; Columbus, 1849 ; 
Hamilton, 1850-1 ; and .Raper Charge, Dayton, 1852. In 1853, on 
account of enfeebled health, he was compelled to superannuate. In this 
relation he continued six years, four of which were spent in teaching in 
the Piqua High-school, and two as a member of the State Senate from the 
Twelfth Ohio District. In 1859, having measurably recovered his health, 
he resumed an effective relation, and was appointed successively td Wayne 
Street, Piqua, 1859; Hamilton, 1869; presiding elder on Hamilton Dis- 
trict, 1861 ; presiding elder. West Cincinnati District, 1862-66 ; Oxford, 
1867 ; New Richmond, 1868-70 ; and Waynesville, 1872. In this last 
charge, July 17, 1872, his beloved wife, who had shared with him the hard- 
ships of an itinerant life for thirty-nine years, quitted his side and entered 
into rest. At the end of this year, broken in health and shadowed by his 
great sorrow, he was compelled to seek a superannuated relation again, 
and settled in Hamilton, where eight years of his ministerial life had been 
passed as stationed preacher and presiding elder. Here he engaged in 
business, with the hope of preventing dependence upon the Church in 
more advanced and feeble years. March 3, 1874, he was married to Miss 
Lucy M. Williamson, of New Richmond, Ohio. 

In September, immediately following the last session of the Cincin- 
nati Conference, his health began to decline. On the first Sabbath in 
October he attended the house of God for the last time, and closed the 
services with a prayer of remarkable spiritual power. For nearly seven 
months he was confined to the house, and mostly to his room. His de- 
cline was gradual, but constant, until three weeks before his decease, from 
which time he sunk rapidly. All that a devoted wife, loving children, 
and affectionate brothers and sisters,, could do to mitigate his afflictions, 
was done. He was a man of sincere and earnest piety, who sought to fill 
aright all the relations of life. He was a loving husband and father, a 
trusty and judicious friend, and a faithful minister of Christ. As a suf- 
ferer, he was ever patient. He thought and spoke much and hopefully 
of the world, the Church, and his family ; saw in clearer light many of 
the problems and events which had perplexed his past ; and committed all 
to the infinite care with the simple trust of a little child. Sabbath after- 
noon, April 8th, the Lord’s-supper was celebrated in his room. An un- 
wonted spiritual influence filled the place, melted all hearts, and elevated 
the soul of Wm. H. Lawder into heavenly ecstasy. It was a mount of 
transfiguration. His views of himself and his personal attainments and 
services in the cause of Christ were humble in the extreme, and, at times, 
greatly depressed him. Upon one such occasion he was directed to the 
words of John, “ If we confess our sins, he is faithful and just to forgive 
us our sins, and to cleanse us from all unrighteousness.*’ This verse be- 
came the luminous center of all his after-thought; he repeated it over and 
over, hour after hour, never forgot it, even down where the shadow was 
darkest; they wore the last words that fell from his lips. During the 
earlier part of his sickness his uniform experience was that of peace — a 
calm resting in God, but no exuberance of joy. At times this occasioned 
him anxiety, and led to careful scrutiny of the most secret movements 
and impulses of his soul. He longed for more of the fullness of joy. It 
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came. From the hour of his last communion he entered upon an ex- 
perience of almost uninterrupted and cloudless joy ; even extreme weak- 
ness and pain did not disturb this exultation. He dwelt much and with 
great delight upon the thought of heavenly recognition. The heaven- 
ward view was near and vivid. He should soon realize it all. He re- 
mained conscious to within three hours of his decease, when he sunk 
into a deep stupor, from which he only awakened amid the splendors of 
the Father’s house. Thus gloriously faded out of this earthly life a 
good man, leaving behind a record pure and blameless. 

His funeral occurred on Sabbath afternoon, April 22d, in the Method- 
ist Church of Hamilton, and was attended by a large concourse of 
friends, representing all the evangelical Churches of the community, and 
many citizens who had known and respected him as a man, a citizen, 
a minister of Christ. The remains were interred in Greenwood Ceme- 
tery, Hamilton, beside those of his first wife, which, at his desire, had 
been brought from Waynesville, Ohio, that they might rest side by side 
in death.

Rev. T. a. G. Phillips was born in Frederick County, Maryland, 
February 24, 1810, and died in Springboro, Warren County, Ohio, 
February 28, 1877. He was mostly brought up, however, in Clermont 
County, Ohio, where his father’s family resided for many years. His 
parents were earnest and devoted Christians. From childhood, therefore, 
he was surrounded by the influences of a Christian home ; but for several 
years he resisted those influences. His own account of himself is that, 
in his youth, he was fond of amusements, and found it difficult to con- 
form his conduct to those rules of propriety which were laid down by 
bis parents. His strong impulses tended to lead him astray ; but in his 
early manhood, just at the time when his fiery, impulsive nature was be- 
ginning to drive him into sin and folly, he was arrested by the Spirit of 
God, under the preaching of the Gospel. This important event, which 
changed the whole course of his life, took place at a camp-meeting near 
bis father’s residence. According to his own account, his conviction was 
very deep and pungent. He used to say, “the very pains of hell got 
bold upon ” him. He “ found trouble and sorrow but his conversion 
was also marked and striking. His battle with the powers of darkness 
was fierce, but his victory was complete. He was fully “transformed” 
by the power of the Holy Ghost. He now set out in earnest to live a 
Christian life, consecrating all his powers to the service of his Master. 
It was then the custom to put young converts under the yoke at once, 
and train them to be working Christians. In the class and prayer meet- 
ings there were favorable opportunities for this training; and in those 
meetings it was soon discovered that brother Phillips possessed gifts 
which could profitably be employed in a wider field of labor, and, in fact, 
that he was called to the work of the ministry. Accordingly, with but 
little delay, he was licensed to preach, and recommended to the annual 
conference. In 1833, he was received on trial into the Ohio Conference, 
and appointed to Granville Circuit; in 1834, to Newark; in 1835, to 
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Western Charge, Cincinnati ; in 1836, to Point Pleasant. The three 
following years he filled, successively and successfully, Parkersburg, Gal- 
lipolis, and Circleville Stations. In 1840, he was appointed to Lithopolis 
Circuit, where his labors were crowned with remarkable success. Dur- 
ing his pastorate in that charge, between two and three hundred souls 
were converted and added to the Church. In fact, revivals distinctively 
characterized his ministerial life and labors. 

Brother Phillips continued his pastoral work, subject to the changes 
incident to the itinerancy, until eleven years ago, when he asked for, and 
received, a change in his Conference relations. The last two years of his 
regular pastoral work he was in charge of Clarksville Circuit, with 
brother A. D. Raleigh as his colleague. Those years were wonderfully 
successful, more than five hundred persons being added to the Church. 
His preaching at that time was characterized by great zeal and fervor, 
and was often overwhelming in its effects. In fact, during his entire 
ministry, his great power in the pulpit was universally recognized. He 
had some eccentricities. He was inordinately impulsive. It rs believed, 
by those who knew him best and longest, that his extreme impulsiveness 
indicated a form of mental aberration, for the effects of which he was not 
responsible. Many things which he said and did, ought, in justice and 
Christian charity, to be accounted for in this way. But, with all his ec- 
centricities in other matters, his views of the Gospel and plan of salva- 
tion through Jesus, Christ were as clear as a sunbeam. .On that subject 
there was no wandering or wavering. In all the storms of life, his heart, 
true as the needle to the pole, turned to the atoning sacrifice of Christ as 
his only hope and only plea ; and ^in that hope he lived and labored 
and died. 

In his last sickness he said, “ I have been a minister for forty years, 
and have preached many sermons, and offered many prayers, and taken 
thousands into the Church ; and yet I am not trusting in my sermons or 
prayers, or any thing I have done, but in the Lord Jesus Christ, and in 
him alone.” When the death chill was upon him, he said, in prayer, 
“ Christ Jesus, my all and in all;'' and, then, in a few moments all was 
over. The spirit had taken its flight. 

Brother Phillips was twice married : first, to Miss Dorothy Taylor, 
September 14, 1836, who died, in great peace, April 15, 1872 ; second, 
to Mrs. Elizabeth Cosier, November 25, 1875, who survives him. Only 
one of his children, his youngest daughter, is still living. 



I- EliLSTXrOSaTS. 

William Innis Ellsworth was born in Clinton County, Ohio, Au- 
gust 9, 1807. Up to his eighteenth year he lived outside of the Church. 
At that age a peculiar incident changed the whole course of his life. 
While working alone in the forest, he was suddenly impressed with the 
passage, “Seek ye first the kingdom of God and his righteousness.” He 
immediately laid down his ax, and commenced to pray. Conviction was 
hot followed at once by conversion. Eight days later a prayer-meeting 
was to be held at a private house near South Charleston, and young 
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Ellsworth determined to attend. It was Christmas-eve. The night was 
clear and cold, and as he went to the meeting he stopped, and, kneeling 
in the snow, prayed for pardon. The coveted blessing was still withheld. 
During the meeting, however, faith prevailed, and light and joy filled 
the soul of the believing penitent. The Church soon found use for his 
talents in the ofl&ce of exhorter. His license was given, August 13, 1832, 
on Paint Creek Circuit, and bears the name of Aaron Turner as assistant 
preacher. He was rapidly advanced through the ofl&ce of local preacher 
to membership in the Ohio Annual Conference. In Circleville, in 1834, 
he, with forty-one others, was admitted on trial. Two years after, he 
was ordained deacon by Bishop Soule. He was ordained elder by Bishop 
Waugh, in 1838. 

His thirty-four years of active service in the Conference were spent in 
Bellefontaine, Troy, Piqua, Fulton, Madisonville, Westchester, White 
Oak, Hillsboro, Zanesville, Milford, Maysville, West Cincinnati District, 
Xenia District ; Raper Chapel, Dayton; Columbia Street, Springfield; 
Eaton, Vienna, Moorefield, New Carlisle, one year President Springfield 
Female College, and one year South Springfield Mission. During the 
remaining ten years of his ministerial life he held a supernumerary or 
superannuated relation to the Conference. 

Brother Ellsworth was a wise man. Unobtrusive, but positive in his 
convictions, he proved himself a man and a minister whom others might 
safely imitate. Whether on the circuit, station, or district, or as the 
trusted adviser of his family’s pastor during his superannuation, he was 
always esteemed “ a safe counselor.” 

He was a pure man. The exceptional purity of his life won to his 
side many warm friends. Concerning his personal experience, he wrote, 
in February, 1850: “I have been a firm believer in the doctrine of 
Christian perfection ever since I had any thing like a distinct knowledge 
of the Bible and Methodist theology. Soon after my conversion I be- 
came deeply impressed with the necessity of being wholly given up to 
God, and with many an earnest struggle sought the blessing of perfect 
love. But, not realizing my desires, I would become discouraged, and 
ceased my efforts. Sometimes I would feel little or no concern on the 
subject; sometimes I would feel opposition to it, or rather to a profession 
of the blessing as a distinct state of religious experience. Again I 
would be impressed with its necessity and importance, and again seek 
after it. I knew it was by faith, but sought it by works. I struggled 
and reasoned too much, and believed too little. In this way I passed an 
experience of twenty-three years. During a love-feast at the second 
quarterly- meeting of Morris Chapel, in 1850, I was unusually drawn out 
after the blessing of .a clean heart. This struggle continued for three 
weeks, when I had access to the counsel of some deeply experienced 
Christians, who instructed me to oease struggling and believe. I asked. 
What shall I believe? It was answered, ‘Having made an unreserved 
consecration of yourself to God, believe that the oflfering is accepted ; 
that Christ does now receive you.’ But my heart was hard, and it seemed 
little leas than presumption to attempt belief with such a heart. We 
knelt in prayer, and I resolved to venture by naked faith on the promise 
of God. I did so, and, in the same moment, felt divine power, like an 
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electric shock, upon soul and body. I immediately thanked Grod for 
the victory, and, on rising up from prayer, informed my friends of my 
triumph.” Later tests served only to prove the reality and richness of 
this long-sought experience. 

He was a successful man. Though for many years the victim of an- 
noying disease, his labors were abundant, and his pastorate was almost 
annually attended with a glorious revival of religion. According to 
his private record, five thousand souls were brought into the Church 
through his ministry. 

The end came to his earthly career at four o’clock, A. M., May 10, 
1877. Just as day dawned upon us, he entered the country where 
“ they need no candle, neither light of the sun, for the Lord God giveth 
them light.” Two lovely daughters had preceded him several years. 
The remaining children, with his faithful companion of thirty-eight 
years, are given the heartiest sympathy of the entire Church in the com- 
munity where his last days were spent. After appropriate funeral serv- 
ices, in which a large number of his ministerial brethren participated, 
his remains were deposited in Fern Cliflf Cemetery, there to await the 
morning of resurrection. 



Rev. Samuel Brown was born in Monmouth County, New Jersey, 
May 12, 1806. Of his early life but little is known by the writer ex- 
cept that he was brought up under the influence of the Society of 
Friends, his parents probably being members of that body. His special 
aversion to formality and show in religious worship, which was one of 
his characteristics through life, was probably the result of his religious 
training. 

In his fifteenth year the Methodist itinerants visited his native place, 
and, by their fiery zeal and earnest appeals to sinners, attracted great 
attention. Young Brown, prompted by curiosity, went to hear them ; 
and, on the 1st of August, 1820, under the preaching of R. W. 
Feetherbridge, of the New Jersey Conference, he was awakened and con- 
verted, and immediately thereafter united with the Methodist Episcopal 
Church. 

In early manhood he was licensed to exhort, and then to preach, and 
for several years, in the relation of a local preacher, he was an efficient 
laborer in the Lord’s vineyard. In 1841 he was admitted on trial in the 
Ohio Conference; but, on the division of that Conference, in 1852, his lot 
fell within the bounds of the Cincinnati Conference, of which body he 
continued an honored member until his death. 

His first field of labor, after his admission into the Conference, was 
Lewisburg Circuit, James B. Finley, Presiding Elder. He entered upon 
his work in a resolute and determined spirit, plainly indicating that he 
had fully made up his mind to -spend the balance of his life in calling 
sinners to repentance. His zeal and energy in his new vocation showed, 
also, that he did not intend to be an idler in the vineyard, but that, by 
God’s help, he meant to accomplish something in the great work of build- 
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ing up and extending the kingdom of Christ in the earth. In this same 
spirit and manner, for twenty-eight years, and mostly on large circuits, 
he continued his itinerant labors, until sickness and infirmity compelled 
him to seek for rest. During those twenty-eight years it was brother 
Brown’s privilege to see many precious souls gathered into the fold of 
Christ under his ministry. 

It is said, by those who knew him best, that, in instructing seekers of 
religion and pointing them to the cross of Jesus, he was unusually suc- 
cessful. He had learned the way to the cross from his own personal 
experience, and the abiding light of the Spirit in his soul continued to 
illuminate the way, and hence he could clearly point out the way to 
others. To the labors of such men as Samuel Brown, in such fields as 
he usually occupied, the Methodist Episcopal Church is more indebted 
for her present strength and efficiency than to all other human agencies 
combined; and it would be wise in the authorities of the Church to 
recognize that fact before it is too late. 

Brother Brown’s last field of itinerant labor was Bowersville Circuit, 
Hillsboro District, in 1865-6. On entering upon his work in this charge, 
he was painfully conscious of his physical inability to do what he saw 
was needed, and what he knew would be expected of him. His failing 
health admonished him to be sparing in his labors, but the growing 
wants of the work seemed to demand all the strength and energy which 
he possessed, and these were not withheld, though he often labored in 
great pain. At the close of this year (1866), under the pressure of in- 
creasing infirmities, he asked for and received a superannuated relation. 

In 1868 he removed to a farm which he had purchased in Miami 
County, Indiana, where he spent the remainder of his life. Though in 
the quiet of his country home, which was entirely congenial to his feel- 
ings and tastes, he was not an uninterested observer of the world’s moral 
battle-fields, and when Conference time drew near he could not repress 
the desire to be in at the roll-call, and to take his place in the ranks of 
the advancing army. But even here grace triumphed, and he was con- 
tent to be on the retired list, so long as it was the Lord’s will. 

From experience, as well as from the Bible, he was assured of the truth 
of the doctrine of Christian holiness, as held and taught by Wesley and 
his coadjutors. He greatly loved the services of the sanctuary, and, even 
when he was dependent upon his friends to carry him to the place of 
worship, he could exclaim, with David, “I was glad when they said unto 
me. Let us go up to the house of the Lord.” But for nearly a year pre- 
ceding his death he was not permitted to enjoy this privilege. His sick- 
room, however, was itself a sanctuary, and from that room, as he said to 
his pastor, he hoped for a speedy transfer to the upper sanctuary, where 
suffering was unknown. 

During all his sickness .his faith in the atoning sacrifice of Christ was 
unwavering. Often he testified that he was “ ready to depart,” and was 
only “ waiting the Master’s call.” On one occasion, when questioned as 
to the future, he said, with great emphasis and in a triumphant tone and 
manner, “ There is light ahead !” At another time his pastor asked the 
question, “ Does Jesus give you the victory ?” to which ho promptly 
responded, “ Yes,” while his whole frame shook with joyous emotions. 
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Id a few days after this, on the 23d of September, 1876, in Miami 
County, Indiana, he sweetly fell asleep in Jesus. 

A wife, who had been a faithful helpmeet for thirty-two years, sur- 
vives him; also two adopted children, to whom he was greatly attached.

Jacinthia Spencer, widow of Rev. R. 0. Spencer, deceased, of the 
Cincinnati Conference, was born in Athens, Ohio, December 30, 1807, 
and died at the Bourneville parsonage, the residence of her son-in-law. 
Rev. A. H. Windsor, March 13, 1877. 

She was converted and joined the Church in 1827, and for nearly fifty 
years was a faithful and consistent member of the same. Her religion 
was of that quiet, undemonstrative, but practical kind that exhibited it- 
self in deeds rather than words. She was capable of great self-denial 
for the good of those she loved, showing the admirable discipline of her 
Christian character. Her spirit seemed of the highest mold, sensitive 
and refined, yet withal strong and lofty in its views, aspiring to the highest 
and noblest things, believing that the soul, body, and spirit, sanctified 
and devoted to God’s service, is the crowning glory of man. 

She was married to Rev. R. 0. Spencer in 1828, and for thirty years 
shared with him the sorrows and joys, the shadows and sunshine, the 
toils and triumphs, of the Methodist itinerancy. She was a loving wife, 
and faithful in all her house, an intelligent and refined Christian woman, 
making her home a pleasant retreat for the weary itinerant and for all 
who became her guests, giving to all a cordial welcome and a generous 
hospitality. To her wedded life were born six sons and two daughters. 
Three sons and one daughter preceded her to their heavenly home, and 
three sons and one daughter remain to lament their loss. Two sons and 
a son-in-law are in the ministry, and all are members of the Church; and 
thus, she, being dead, yet speaketh. For nearly twenty years she has 
worn the weeds of widowhood, mourning for those gone before, and 
ripening and maturing for the heavenly garner, and longing for the time 
when the Master would say, “ It is enough, come up higher.” 

For ten years she sufiered much with a severe bronchial affection, from 
which she could find no relief, and yet she was patient in all her suffer- 
ings. She often expressed a desire to depart and be with Christ. She 
gradually declined till, at the last, the weary wheels of life stood still, 
and so quietly did she fall asleep that those who watched by her bedside 
scarcely knew when the spirit took its flight. Her remains rest by the 
side of those of her lamented husband, in the cemetery at Athens. 

“ Blessed are the dead which die in the Lord from henceforth : yea, 
saith the Spirit, that they may rest from their labors ; and their works 
do follow them.” W. Herr.

Rachel Elsie Swormstedt, relict of the late Rev. Leroy Swormstedt, 
was born in Morgantown, Va., August 11, 1805, and died in Mt. Washing- 
ton, 0., July 23d. Being early deprived of a mother’s care, she was largely 
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indebted to a faithful colored nurse, from whom she received such relig- 
ious impressions as led her, while in her teens, to seek Christ. Her search 
being rewarded, she united with the Church, and began a career of un- 
swerving fidelity. She revealed her fitness to rank as a leader among the 
hosts of Israel ; and, being qualified by nature and grace, she was early 
called to a position of eminent responsibility. January, 1833, she was 
married to Rev. Leroy Swormstedt, at that time Presiding Elder of Zanes- 
ville r>istrict, in the Ohio Conference. She entered heartily into the great 
life-work of her companion, and stood nobly by him in the thickest of 
the fight. Brother Swormstedt’s next appointment was to the Cincinnati 
District, and before the close of his official term he was elected one of the 
Agents of the Western Book Concern. For twenty-four years this rela- 
tion remained unbroken, during which time our sister was eminent in 
usefulness. Her home, on Broadway, was the frequent resting-place of 
the weary itinerant. If these could be called from the North and West 
and South, ahd many others from the “distant shining land,” they would 
tell of a cordial greeting and Christian hospitality characteristic of the 
olden time. In addition to her household cares, she was an active worker 
in the Ladies’ Home Mission Society, and for many years its President. 
The hospital, too, was included in the list of places receiving her atten- 
tion. She was accustomed to make her visits with frequency and regu- 
larity, breaking the bread of eternal life to friendless sufferers. So great 
was her devotion to this work that she often exceeded her strength in its 
performance, and not unfrequently was detained as a sufferer among those 
to whom she had gone forth to minister. She was remarkably punctual 
in her attendance upon the means of grace, allowing nothing not abso- 
lutely prohibitory to keep her from the sanctuary or class-room; and, 
when present, was always an earnest participant in the services. She 
was also untiring in her efforts to lead the unconverted to Christ, and 
lukewarm professors to a richer experience and greater zeal. When the 
active services of her husband were terminated by broken health, she 
retired with him to the quiet surroundings of a country home. But it 
was not the Lord’s will that his years df suffering should be many; so, 
August 28, 1863, the happy union of more than thirty years’ duration 
was broken up, and sister Swormstedt became a widow. She was not 
disposed to murmur at her lot, but with calm submission bowed to the 
chastening rod. 

In the Autumn of 1876, she was induced to go South, and pass the 
Winter in the home of her eldest son. Her stay- was protracted until 
the latter part of June, 1877, when she returned to her home but to greet 
her friends and then to die. She was in the class-room on Friday after- 
noon, June 29th, and spoke with unusual fervency. 

Her sickness dates from the evening of this day, and, though quite 
severe at the beginning, was of that misleading type that poorly prepares 
the way for such a bereavement. Her expressions, during her illness, 
concerning present experience and future hope, were not numerous, but 
were all of the most satisfactory character. Each object and act became 
associated with some passage of Scripture, and fragments of these found 
frequent utterance through her fevered lips. “ Water of life,” was a 
favorite expression when about to receive a cooling draught. Some days 
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before her death, when caused to believe that her illness might prove 
fatal, she expressed herself quite freely, as “ content to abide the Lord’s 
will,” and “sweetly trusting in Jesus.” A little while before the mes- 
senger came, her daughter being anxious to obtain some word of recogni- 
tion, and failing in an effort to engage her attention, a friend said: “Mrs. 
Swormstedt, Birdie is right here by you. Do n’t you know it?” She, 
with great effort, replied, “ Yes, I know it all.” Shortly after, she said, 
“All well ; ” and, at ten minutes past six o’clock, “ the weary wheels of 
life stood still.” R. E. Smith.

Olive Langdon was born in Vershire, Vt., April 13, 1794, and died 
in Cincinnati, Oct. 26, 1876, in her eighty-third year. She came to 
Ohio in 1806, and settled in Columbia (now a part of Cincinnati). She 
embraced religion in 1810, and in 1811 united with what was called the 
“ Old Stone Church,” now Wesley Chapel. April 2, 1818, she was 
united in marriage with Joseph A. Reeder, who is now a superannuated 
member of .the Cincinnati Conference. 

In 1829, brother Reeder entered the Ohio Conference, and for nearly 
twenty-five years she shared with her husband the sacrifices of the itin- 
erancy. She cheerfully accepted the situation, and gave herself up to 
the work of saving others, and in all things to glorify God. On account 
of the feeble condition of her husband (he being afflicted with rheuma- 
tism), she would often accompany him to his appointments, and close the 
services with exhortation and prayer. In younger life, she possessed a 
marked talent for exhortation, and often at camp-meetings she exhorted 
sinners with wonderful power. Her religious life has been marked with 
earnestness and consistency. In her own house she went about her do- 
mestic duties singing, and then breaking forth in words of rejoicing and 
praise to God. She was the mother of three children, one daughter and 
two sons ; a few years ago the daughter passed away, at the age of thirty- 
four years. The two sons remain to cheer their aged father. In 1840, 
mother Reeder had a severe attack of paralysis, and in a few years after 
she had another attack. Until her death she was feeble, but always at 
her post in the house of God. Her seat in front of the pulpit was seldom 
vacant. October 19, 1876, she fell while going up a flight of stairs, and 
shortly after was paralyzed in her left side, and was not able to converse 
to any extent afterward. 

She had her consciousness at times till about twenty-four hours before 
her death. She fell asleep in Jesus. Edward M’Hugh.

If each minister will call for subscriptions for Conference Minutes, at 
ten cents per copy, in each congregation, before coming to Conference next year^ 
double the number can be obtained, and the issue cheapened. Try this one 
YEAR. Or let the Churches or quarterly conferences order the Minutes through 
the pastor. A brother who advertises the Minutes from his pulpit, and lets his ’ 
sexton sell them at cost in the vestibule, is successful.
